A circular bed 6 feet in diameter, with bulbs 6 inches apart, requires 110 
bulbs; 5 inches apart, requires 160 bulbs; 4 inches apart, 300 bulbs. 
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Depth at Which Bulbs Should be Planted 


Many of our customers are frequently puzzled to know the proper depth and 
distance apart at which bulbs should be planted. The accompanying diagram 
conveys the information much more clearly and briefly than we could describe 
it. The chart will bear careful study. Outdoor planting should be done early 
in the fall to secure healthy plants, vigorcus foliage and beautiful flowers.
